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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention 
claims a variegated polymeric article comprising a tinted substrate and a clear cap stock layer 
wherein the article has a specifically claimed properties. The closest prior art references that 
relate to the claimed invention are USP'176, USP'794 and US published applications '680, '398, 
'915, '581, '221. The closest prior references teach that it is known in the art to add a pigment to 
the base material. However, the closest prior art docs not teach or fairly suggest the coloration of 
the underlying tinted substrate and a three-dimensional effect of the color streaks above the 
underlying tinted substrate. .
